This Exccutive order, just as ti rder of Juns 14, 1941, 
is designed e.ions cther things to prevent tus use of the finen- 


cial fecilitics of ths Unitod otates and trads between Japan 
and the United Statcs in ways haraful to nationel defense and 
arericen interests, to prevent the liquidation in the United 
States of asscts obteined by durcss or conquest, and to curb 


subversive ectivitics in tho Unitsd Statcs. 


at the spccific request of Gener.lissiuo Chieng Kai-shek, 

and for the purposes of hclping the Chincse Governucnt, the 
President has, at the seus tiic, extended the freezing control 

to Chinese asssts in the United States. The aduinistretion of 

he licensing syste. with rcospect to Chinscss asscts in the United 
States. The aduinistration of the liccnsins systeu with re- 
spect to Chinese asscts will be conducted with a view to strength- 
ening the foreign trede and exchenge position of the Chinese 
Governiucnt. The inclusion of China in the Sxecutive order, in 
accordance wit. the wishes of the Chinese Governient, is a con- 
tinuation of this Govsrnient's policy of assistinz
